( I pal of the Pine drove Mill public 
schools, a position held a few years 
before by Dr. Jacob Diehl. pastor of 
the Trinity Lutheran Church and Pro- 
f ( ssor of Psychology and Ethics in 
Susquehanna University. Dr. Houtz 
had also been teaching in the vicinity 
and Dr. Aikens had been minister of 
the church there just a few years be- 
fore. 

After serving several years there 
in' accpted the position of supervising 
principal of the schools of Pine drove. 
While there he was accorded the dis- 
tinction of being appointed the mem- 
ber of the Technical Educational Com- 
mission, which was organized to as- 
sist students who desired a techni- 
cal education. 

From there he went to Williams- 
port, where he was assistant to the 
President off Dickinson Semininary. 
He as acted as President during much 
of the time when the president was 
called away. 

At that time Seranton had a school 
called "The School ot the Lackawanna, 
which is now defunct. Professor Park 
was then engaged as assistant to the 
head master. This institution provid- 
ed for college preparatory work and 
the first two years of college study. 
At Seranton he did much research 
and consulting work in Chemistry and 
Physics and was one of the earlier au- 
thoritles on radio and intricate ma- 
chines. He also look four years of 
special work in the principles of sound 
and the construction of musical in- 
struments under an expert. 

After a few months trip thru Cali- 
fornia and the Catalina Islands. Prof. 
Park returned east and became Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry and Superintend 
dent of Laboratories of the Stanford, 
Conn., High School. There again he 
did some research work which was 
highly theoretical. He became ac- 
quainted with and a friend of Dr. < lei 
man, outhor, of Stanford University, 
and one ol the best authorities in 
Physical Chemistry in the r.

On Tuesday evening Lee E. Boyer 
spoke to the Y. M on the subject, 
Eternal Life. Following Mr. Boyer's 
address, Mr. Chas. Snyder gave a re- 
port of the Conl'ere ice that was held 
at Lebanon Valley. Mr. Boyer's ad- 
dress was in part: 

"I would like yoj all to think of 
eternal life with me. I am sure that 
the preacher, the poet, the lecturer, 
could find no subject more profound 
to talk or write about. I suppose that 
you know that much of our life's phil- 
osophy is related directly with what 
we do while we are living on this 
earth. Most of the people that be- 
lieve in eternal life are good citizens — 
those who do not believe in it are 
just the oppocl.'e. We are often in 
doubt as to what the spiritual life is. 
It seems that we believe only those 
things that we perceive with our 
senses. As we gnw older the spir- 
itual life becomes more real to us. 
What once seemed quite difficult for 
us to understand .s now easily com- 
prehended. 

"The Bible says that Jesus came 
that we might have life, and have it 
more abundantly. I would advise you 
to go to the Bible for the truths about 
eternal life. Thei you may say, 'I 
don't think that He Bible should act 
as a judge. Why even in debate work 
its arguments are not allowed.' But 
now you must remember that we are 
dealing with two afferent Lungs. The 
Bible tells us maiy times that there 
.<;;. :>c i utmbI l if for those who live 
a good life while on this earth- those 
who don't will— well, in plain words 
they will go to Hell. One of the most 
striking examples that are cited about 
the life to come, is the one when Jesus 
was on the cross, and the thief told 
Jesus to remember him. Whereupon 
Jesus said, 'Verily 1 say unto thee, to- 
day thou shalt be with me in para- 
dise.' 

"I don't think that any of you can 
just realize how long eternity is. I 
am going to give you two examples 
so that you may have a faint idea of 
how long eternity lasts. Altho they 
were meant for youngjr students, they 
might be interesting. First, imagine 
that the world v as a great crystal 
ball. Then there is a bird that brushes 
this great ball with its wing weathers 
every few seconds. Now eternity is 
longer than the time it takes the bird 
to wear away the giant crystal ball.

The meaning of faith as it. is usual- 
ly known is. that it is something that 
is used In church.

Faith is one of the primary parts of 
life. It .s as impossible for a man 
to live without faith as it is to live 
without breathing. 

Faith is really the quality of our 
thought. And the only man who says I 
that he has no faith is one who does 
no thinking at all. That is, he is 
either a dead man or an idiot. A man 
who "says that he does not believe in 
the Bible or in the Church has as 
much faith as one who does, for if 
he does not believe in them, he be- 
lieves in the opposite. There are no 
unbelievers. The so-called unbeliev- 
ers of today believe in many things. 
The right kind of faith does not say 
that a man should resist his reason, 
but rather that he use it. Real faith 
is not the belief in a number of creeds 
or statements, but it is, rather, a con- 
fidence in certain principles. Faith is 
a belief in generalizations, rather than 
in single instances. It means confi- 
dence in the law rather than confi- 
dence in the exception. And it may 
be taken for granted that every mind 
that works at all, believes in certain 
general principles. The cynic who 
scoffs at, or sneers at everything has 
his own idea of what is true just as 
much as the optimist who believes in 
everything. Both have their faith, only 
one believes in black and the oiher in 
white. 

Therefore, it would tello"- that we 
would do well to follow certa'u prin- 
ciples, a few of which are a? follows: 
First of all. FAITH IS FOLLOWING 
PRINCIPLES, NOT RULES. Let M 
first consider what is meant by a rule 
and what is meant by a principle. A 
principle is an inner force; a rule is 
an outward restriction. A principle 
says "Do;" a rule says "Don't." A 
principle makes us to grow; a ml* 
prevents growth. If you obey a prin- 
ciple you have to think and love, to i 
use all your mental and moral pow- 1 
ers. If you obey a rule you let others 
do your ihi.iking for ymi. A principle j 
is like the needle of a compass, it is 
flexible, but always returns to its pole | 
star. 

Secondly, FAITH IS CONFIDENCE 
IN THE ORDERLY LAWS OF NA- 
jTURE, OR RATHER OF THL' IINI- 
I VERSE. 

It is necessary to eliminate from 

I our belief that there is anything like 

! luck. Luck is nothing else than the 

: operation of same law which we do 

not understand. For instance, we say 

! that such and such an event was the 

' turning point in our lives. We are mis- 

I taken. Our careers have no turning 

I point. Our destiny is not picking its 

way through a labyrinth and depend- 

I ing upon the light turning to gain its 

goal; it is like a river flowing silently 

and surely in the channels of God. 

Belief in an orderly universe is the 
beginning of sanity. Things happen 
as though by shaking dice. Tnis is 
true. But the dice of God are always 
loaded 

We can easily see the relation of 
faith to any sort of busiiess success 
if we reflect upon the fact thnt it is 
faith that accomplishes things.

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REV. HARMON PASSED AWAY 

AT HOME IN PITTSBURGH 



Body Was Interred in Williamsport 
After IV'any Years of Active Pas- 
toral Work 

The Rev. Harvey Elias Harmon 
came to the end of his life after a 
short illness on May 2, 1926. He was 
the son of John and Margaret Har- 
mon and born on Muncy Hills. North- 
umberland county, April 18, 18C, r ». 
Choosing the occupation of a teacher, 
he graduated from the Muncy Normal 
School, but his deep religious nature 
later led him to consider the work of 
the gospel ministry. Graduating from 
the theological school of Susquehanna 
University in 1901, he was ordained by 
the Susquehanna Synod the same year. 
He served two pastorates in the Sus- 
quehanna Synod; Espy, 1901-1903; 
Grace, Berwick", 1903-1912. At the 
meeting of the General Synod in Rich- 
mond, Ind., in 1909, he roomed with a 
Pittsburgh Synod pastor and became 
deeply interested in the missionary 
work of the church in western Penn- 
sylvania. In 1912 he became pastor of 
Bethany Mission of New Castle, serv- 
ing until 1916 and adding 182 members 
to the communion roll of the congre- 
gation. His next pastorate was 
Mount Zion. Pittsburgh, East End, 
1916-1925, during which he baptized 
185 children and received 385 com- 
municants and raised $61,579 for the 
work of the parish. At the beginning 
of 1925 he entered upon his last pas- 
torate in Mount Lebanon, Pittsburgh, 
and within one year gathered an en- 
thusiastic congregation of 100 mem- 
bers, even though compelled to hold 
services in inadequate quarters in a 
school house. To this mission parish 
he gave such self-denying service that 



his physical powers were overstrained, 
and after a short illness death closed 
his ministry. Funeral services were 
held in the home, conducted by the 
Missionary Superintendent, the Rev. 
John J. Myers. The Rev. 1). E. Max- 
well led in prayer and the sermon was 
preached by President Burgess. The 
body was laid to rest in Wildwood 
cemetery, Williamsport. May 6. 

The deceased was married to .Miss 
Cora May Jarrett October 12, 1893, 
who preceded him to the heavenly 
home. Two sons, Rev. J. Paul, and 
Harvey J., and one daughter, Miss 
Caroline M., survive the father and 
mother.

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WISCONSIN'S EXPERIMENT 
STATION 

Wisconsin, long an innovator in po- 
litical circles, has established an ex- 
periment station in college education. 
With a student body of 12f> a new col- 
lege within the State university opens 
this fall under the guidance of Dr. 
Alexander Meiklejohn, ex-president at 
Amherst College. This college is part 
of the College of Letters and Science 
and came into being as a laboratory 
for testing new curricula and teach 
ing methods. 

An all-university study commission, 
of which Dr. Meiklejohn was ■ mem- 
ber, suggested the undertaking. The 
general plan to be followed was out- 
lined by President Glenn Frank in an 
address last spring. Dr. Frank would 
do away with the elective system 
which he believes was adopted as a 
refuge from "an increasingly unman- 
ageable mass of modern knowledge." 
He believes the student should i.e "ex- 
posed to a broadly concerned and co- 
herently organized body of general 
knowledge during some definite period 
ege years that precede the 
specialisation of graduate 
professional training." The 
. i" . ini plan originally proposed by 
Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn suggested 
that "we might find our way out of 
the confused wilderness of unrelated 
specialisms, not by any formal syn- 
thesis of modern knowledge In a cur- 
riculum but by d< vol Ing the fn shman

Last Friday morning the college had 
the honor of hearing the Pennsylvania 
State Secretary of the Intercollegiate 
Prohibition Association, Mr. Lofton S. 
Wesley, who spoke on prohibition, 

The basis of his remarks were as 
follows: "There is a problem, a world 
problem, that all must face, and we 
as leaders ought to be informed on it. 
Lloyd George, of England, during the 
war said thit his country faced three 
great enemies, Germany. Austria, and 
Alcohol, and the greatest was alcohol. 

We proved our resources by enter- 
ing the war to save humanity, and dur- 
ing this time faced the great issue of 
prohibition, and banished it. 

It is called the greatest social step 
in all ages. It is classed with banish- 
ing war. Our education stopped when 
law was passed, and this have proven 
fatal as people are disregarding law 
and questioning the advisability of 
continuing the 18th amendment. 

Students should have facts on hand 
so as to take a correct attitude to- 
ward it, and to be able to discern 
fallacies In its opponents' arguments. 

If we face the issue on all sides we 
can arrive at only one conclusion:

What Kind?" by 
Dr. Diehl. Of course all those who 
have been faithful in their church at- 
tendance at Trinity knew what they j 
could expect from Dr, Diehl, and that I 
accounts for an audience larger than ] 
usual, no doubt. 

Just consider thai topic for a mo- 
ment and think are you doubting that i 
there is a Cod? There is no real need i 
to answer that question in the affirma- 
tive, thai there is a Cod. Religion is 
everywhere present, it is that in which 
a man trusts and the center of that 
religion is bis God. Nowhere in all 
this world is any group of people to 
be found that are entirely without 
God, no one who lias not some con- 

i epl ion of religion. 

Dr. Diehl divides the religious con- 
ceptions of the world into four classes: 

1. Atheist . 

1!. Deist.

4. Christian. 

The first of these (dasses sets forth 
the claim that lie does not believe in 
he existence of a God. He maintains 
that there is no superior being to that 
of man himself. Himself indeed he 
places on the pedestal from which he 
hurls his God. he is his own God. 
Mankind is the only criterion by which 
he is willing to govern his life. Are 
there any people in the world who con- 
sistently stand by a religion of that 
(lass? Dr. Diehl pointed out to us that I 
the Chinese with their ancestor wor- 
ship exemplify the atheist. Their Cods 
are their ancestors who were also men 
of the flesh even like themselves. Men 
can be tricked; so can their Gods. 
Hence we find that China has estab- 
lished a reputation for herself of trick 
ery. They will rise no higher than the 
Gods they worship. They need no proof 
of the fact thai there is a God but 
can they put their Gods to the test. 

The deist admits the reality of an 
all-powerful God. Nevertheless he be- 
lieves thai II • is far removed from 
intercourse with the affairs of man.

creation man. No distinction is held 
between Good and Kvil. for how can 
there lie when all is God. God ami 
Devil. Purity and Impuritv are OBC in 
their eonception of lite. As we would 
naturally expect the worship and the 

ceremonials indulged in by their 
priests, tiie priests of Buddha, can no 

more distinguish between those great 
antagonists uorality mil imni"i ality, 
than can the religion that they pro- 
fess. Gross licentiousness is found in 
their temples. They have no positive 
God, their God is neutral, caring little 
for either. Does that God meet the 
test " 

It is sail that no nation can be point- 
ed to as ihe nation in which Chris- 
tianity has been tried in its fullest.

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The Pre-Medical Club held its 
monthly meeting Tuesday evening, De- 
cember 7. The president, Mr, Bonne}') 
introduced the speaker of the evening, 
Dr. Ceorge E. Fisher. 

Dr. Fisher had for his topic of dis- 
cussi in, Heredity, dealing with that 
phase of heredity which ia of great- 
est Importance to the pre-medical stud- 
ent,, .namely, the biological view. The 
essence of his well delivered lecture 
is as follows: The biological concep- 
tion is thai we profit by those who 
have ^one before us, providing they 
have accomplished something. Hered- 
ity is a science, ia that science of the 
transmission of physical and mental 
traits from parent to offspring. 

We human beings are a bundle of 
traits: eternally as well as internal- 
ly. These are all what they are be- 
cause of heredity. 

Each trait, which under the proper 
conditions develops, must be present 
in the embryo. While not claiming 
to be an authority Dr. Fisher said that 
lie beli9Yed high or low mentality 
were not accidents, but the results of 
heredity. 

The biological basis for belief in 
heredity is strengthened by three 
theories, namely, the chromosome 
theory, the Germ plasm theory, and 
the continuity theory. The second and 
the third theories are closely related. 
Knowledge cannot be transmitted from 
parent to offspring, but a tendency 
toward knowledge may be inherited. 

We acquire much from life to death, 
both mentally and physically, as our 
lives ar? influenced by en\ironment. 
Environment, however, is limited in 
its worth whileness by what the liv- 
ing thing is at birth as in the case of 
the idio f . Each of our ancestors nave 
added something to cur ltrtdity 
traits 

One question left to the audience 
for thought was, are the acquir*c 
'.raits heredity to a certain degree 
Some authorities say that if acquired 
traits are not hereditary there can be 
no grounds for the argument on Evo- 
lution. 

The Germal theory, althoug.i it is 
the hardest to apply m human life, li 
probably tho most satisfactory today.

FUTILITY OF EXAMS 

(With apologies to The University j 

Hatchet) 
Beside the fact that he couldn't have i 
any dates during examination week, 
and that he didn't see anyone playing 
cards in Hassinger Hall, and that a 
black cat walked across his path just 
before every exam, and that he flunk- 
ed most of said exams, a freshman 
who is mathematically inclined, no- 
tices many important things around 



the campus during his first taste of 
the seamy side of college life — exami- 
nation time. 

Take for example the tablet. It has 
about 100 pages, and on each page you 
can write 25 lines. Say each student 
writes a full tablet in taking his ex- 
amination. Then the student writes 
2.500 lines of so-called information. 

Each line of writing is approximate- 
ly eight inches long. In such a line 
of writing the pencil or pen moves up 
and down enough to make a straight 
line six times the length of a true 
line, or forty-eight Inches of script. 
This is four feet. Multiply this by the 
number of lines, and you have 10,000 
feet of writing, or about seventeen 
times the height of Washington Monu- 
ment, for each individual student. 

This distance is about one and a half 
miles. There are 400 hundred students 
in Susquehanna University. Their to- 
tal mileage in writing would be 
around 600 miles, or enough to go from 
Selinsgrove to Sunbury 100 times. 

Considering the ink, pencils and new 
fountain pens bought it is safe to as- 
sume that the cost to the students 
would be approximately $300. Add still 
further five sleepless nights per stud- 
ent, in preparation for said examina- 
tions. 

This makes the total of 2,000 sleep- 



and some odd days in which there is 
no sleep. By adding the time the pro- 
fessors took to think up questions 
which the students coiild not answer, 
the time wasted is appalling. 

Last minute information frcm the 
faculty indicates that if all the fool- 
ish answers which are obviously bluffs 
and stalls, were added together and 
placed in a straight line, the strip 
would reach from the earth to the 
moon.

Here was noticed the remarkable un- 
selfishness in his character and the 
earnestness of purpose which marked 
his earlier life and showed itself later 
in his scientific controhiitions to hu- 
manity. His first real victory in the 
field of science was in 1185, when he 
discovered the cause for the silk worm 
epidemic in France and devised a rem- 
edy for it. It was here that his per- 
se verence was particularly remarkable, 
and that "he learned to know of all 
the obstacles which are placed one 
by one in the way of those who at- 
tempt to uive humanity anything new 
and useful."

His famous experiment with the 
hydrophobia problem, revealed after 
many tiresome and discouraging at- 
tempts the cause and remedy for this 
disease. It was he who devised the 
method of preserving the purity of 
milk by the process called "pasteur- 
izing." It Is for this discovery that 
he is best known today. It was he 
who laid the great foundations for 
most of the great life-saving discov- 
eries of the past fifty years in the field 
of germ diseases. 

Professor Park, the second speaker, 
spoke on some primary forces with 
reference to gravitation. In his dis- 
course he said, "The general opinion 
prevails that gravity is a sort of a 
giant residing in the arth. ever watch- 
ful and alert to reach out and grab 
anything that has been thrown Into 
the air and bring it back to the earth's 
surface. 

The sun might be compared as a 
ball nine feet in diameter and the 
earth a marble one inch in diameter 
Antares is a molten body so large that 
its diameter is more than three times 
the distance from the earth to the sun. 
According to our present theories of 
matter it could not exist, rather it 
would fiy to pieces due to the forces 
within itself and its great size. The 
sun has a terrific rate of rotation in 
spite of its great size, revolving in 
miles per second which the earth re- 
the ! volves or rotates about 1530 feet per 
! second. Yet the sun makes one ro- 
tation in twenty-five days and the; 
earth In twenty-four hours.

Rev. Travers Speaks 
At Fellowship Club 



GENERAL SECRETARY OF THE 
LUTHER LEAGUE OF AMERICA 
TELLS OF THE PROBLEMS OF 
PROVINCIALISM. TALK WAS 
WELL RECEIVED 

Rev. A. J. Travers, secretary of the 
Luther League In America, addressed 
the meeting of tin- World Fellowship 
Club Sunday afternoon. His message 
follows In part: 

"I wish thai all of you would think 
tor a few minutes of the .ureal signifi- 
cance that a name like World Fellow- 
ship holds. World inclusive, all races 
and peoples, all one, in comradeship 
fellowship. To have fellowship with 
people we must know them, talk to 
them, and associate with them. This 
is the only way that we mav haw fel- 
lowship witii them. First. 1 want to 
ask you a question. What are the ob- 
structions in tlie way of world fel- 
lowship'.' If you should ask me tha 
question, 1 think thai 1 should tell you 
of three of the greatest hindrances in 
the road that had- to a common fel- 
lowship and understanding. We might 
.all them ptovit: ■■lulism-;. There Is, 
first, the provincialism of habit and 
( istcm. if yov Bhoi'ld nc fr »m the 
community in whl :h you were raised 
•o another ?,oramunit) quite a di«'ance, 
I am sure you would tin 1 that the way 
people lo things in your r.ew cm-iron* 
meat, is much differenl than they did 
them at home. Why even the names 
cf table dishes change, within the 
borders of the same State. The clothes, 
that you wore to a social gathering in 
your home town, might not be appro- 
priate in some other town. And so we 
Bad that people are not the same, nor 
co they have the same customs, habit; 
i.nd traditions. If a man, from the out 
side, comes to our community and is 
dressed in a peculiar way, we say that 
his clothes are outlandish. To him, 
( ur dress may seem quaint, and th* 
v ay we do things may seem strange 
to him. So v. u see that each com- 
'vinitv has its tradition? and customs 
that are characteristic of that locality. 
cud no other. If we ever expe<U t.' 
have fellowship with people in other 
communities tin n we must no I con- 
demn their practices and try to make 
them take our-, but be willing to ad 
,11st ourselves to their- be aide to see 
their ponit of vIt'w their slant on tin

cies in the plant kingdom and 838,600 
species in the animal kingdom, of 
which 50,000 are fossilized. Now there 
are only three ways in which we can 
account for the origin of all these dif- 
ferent species: (1) by spontaneous 
generation, (2) by special creation, 
or (3) by volution. The first idea we 
have long since outgrown. Redi in 1668 
completely overthrew it and it was 
forgotten until the advent of the micro- 
scope seemed again to support it; but 
Spallanzani, Pasteur, and Tyndall 
promptly proved to the world its fal- 
sity. The second theory (special crea- 
tion) is still held by many theologians, 
although discarded by Science for 75 
years already. There are three types 

'of creationists. The one type says 
that the Creator, to bring life into 
existence on this earth, created by 
divine fiat each and every species of 
plant and animal known—in other 
words, God in six days performed ap- 
proximately 1,138,600 acts of creation! j 
The creationist implies that all species 
are fixed and permanent, but we know j 
that this is absolutely untrue. We' 
know from observation of Nature all 
about us that species are far from 

fixed — new hvhrids, forms, races, and 

i 

varieties are arising all about us con- 
tinually, and a new variety eventually 
ends up in a new species. The term 
"species" is elastic. During the last' 
two years. I)r, N. L. Britten. Ameri- 
ca's greatest modern botanist, lias nam- 
ed as new spcies about four hundred 

plants of eastern United States, former- 

i ly considered as varieties, but which 
have now advanced so far from the 

parental stock as to deserve the name 
I of new species. One of the greatest 
i things Burbank left to the world was 
his absolute demonstrat ion of the fact 
thai by continual selection or by cross- 
fertilization new varieties and new 
species can lie produced. Another 
type of creationist admits the evoln 
tion of plants and the lower animals, 
hut maintains that man is a separate 
creation. His theory is ridiculous. 
Modern man is only one single specie* 
a microscopic speck of dust com 
pared with the rest of this universe. It' 
it is admitted that everything in this 
entire universe has come about by a 
process of evolution, tile solar sys- 
tems, the stars and planets, the moun- 
tains and valleys, and each of the 
1,188,695 other living things have all 
evolved from each other, tie u by what 

freak or caprice of th< creator lias 
man be. n made otherwise? Why 

doesn't man have a body dilli renl from 

the reel of the Primates? Why doesn'i 

man have >:ie single bodily function 
or power more than the other higher 
animals'.'

(5) Insects may be 
studied most profitably in February as 
they are found in their egg, larva, or 
pupa stages on trees or in trees or 
in the ground near trees. A recent 
trip to the orchard on the hill reveal- 
ed 20 different species of insects on 
one apple tree! (6) Birds in winter 
are far from absent — some of the more 
common ones around here in winter 
are the quail, turkey buzzard, crow, 
ruffed grouse, sharp-shinned, Cooper's, 
red-tailed, and red-shouldered hawks; 
screech, barn, American horned, and 
long-eared owls; song, English and 
white- throated sparrows, white and 
red-breasted nuthatches, hairy and^ 
downy woodpeckers; juncos, snow 
buntings, cardinals, blue jays and 
many others too numerous to mention. 
(7) Birds' nests are best studied in 
winter, to note their position in the 
tree, the height from the ground, the 
distance away from the trunk, the com- 
position and structure, and the rela- 
tive size. (8) Migrations of spring 
birds are one of the wonders of Na- 
ture—watch for the flocks heading 
northward this spring — listen for the 
honk-honk of the wild geese. (9) Wild ' 
animals are easily studied in winter; 
many are present here with us, such 
as deer; red and gray squirrels, chip- 
munks, muskrats, red-backed voles; 
white-jjoted, field/ and pine mice; 
beavers, snowshoe and cotiontail rab- 
bits, etc. The record left by these ani- 
mals in the snow is most fascinating. 
(10) The sky with all its myriads of 
stars p'ld planets is worthy of atten- 
tion.

Morgan Derr. Jr., twenty-year-old 
sophomore at the I'liiversity of Ro- 
chester, the total of student suicides 
since January 2nd reaches nine. Des- 
pondency over ill health and disatis- 
faction with his marks in mid year ex- 
aminations caused Derr to end his 
life, according to J. Morgan Derr. Br. 

This suicide is closely linked with 
the first of the series, that of Rigby 
Wile who were fraternity brothers and 
close chums. Rigby Wile was son of 
Dr. Ira S, Wile, director of the Ml. 
Sinai Hospital mental clinic in New 
York. 

Various reasons have been left by 
\the student suicides. Wile left a note 
declaring that he had read all the phil- 
osophies, that he "couldn't see any use 
in life." Another killed himself in or- 
der to report to his fraternity brother 
the phenomenon of the spirit world.

This line is the caption of 
each page of the text of a volume of 
408 pages that has come to the desk 
of the writer of this short review. 
Student and alumni of Susquehanna 
University and citizens of Selinsgrove 
have more than a passing interest in 
this book. For the author, Miss Lil- 
lian Es'telle Fisher, was born and rais- 
ed in Selinsgrove, and graduated from 
Susquehanna I'niversity in the class 
of 1912, being honored, because of her 
excellent work as a student, with the 
salutatory address.

Cannot the lack of interest 
shown in class by the professor be 
traced to the attitude of some of his 
pupils? If a lecturer looks about day 
after day and discovers a half dozen 
men who are slouched down in their 
seats lost in deep slumber, can he 
be blamed for doubting that what he 
has to offer the class is of any inter- 
est? Is he not likely to fall into a 
daily routine of hum-drum droning of 
questioning and lectures, lacking in 
spice and originality, when he finds 
that his sincerest efforts are met with 
the same discouraging results? We are 
not. attacking here the attitude of the 
students, for we are weary of the 
"glass house proverb; we are merely 
defending the often blameless instruc- 
tor against the accusation of the piti- 
less "bull session." 

While the slumbering undergrad- 
uate is the bane of the professor's life, 
he is not the only type which aggra- 
vates.

when he published his "Idea of a Pa- 
triot King." 

These guides are to be the free spir- 
its. They are free because they have 
had, or rather have found, a liberal 
education by a process which Mr. Mar- 
tin leaves a little mysterious. The 
world is hopelessly given over to mass 
education, and yet somehow these 
guides are to help themselves, and 
then the multitude are to let them- 
selves be guided by the free spirits. 

How this is to come. about Mr. Mar- 
tin does not tell us. Neither does Mr. 
Wells or Mr. Babbitt, and certain dif- 
ficulties at once occur.

such old-fashioned conceptions as duty 
or responsibility or love. The chapter 
on education and morality ends with 
the statement that one ought not to 
be afraid of herd morality, and that 
the only sound method of moral edu- 
cation is in teaching people to think, 
but he doesn't say very clearly what 
they are to think about the herd ex- 
cept to get away from it. Somehow 
this does not seem a lasting solution 
of the most sorrowful of human prob- 
lems.

He ex- 
plained first of all how all flowers 
were originally green and then through 
the Law of Evolution changed to 
greenish, whitish and white. From 
white there were three courses open: 
the first through yellow, orange, pink, 
red and purple; the second direct 
through to pink, red, and purple, and 
the third to bluish, blue, violet, and 
purple. It was thus explained why 
so many yellow and pink flowers often 
revert back to their white progenitors. 

Mr. Moldenke then described scien- 
tifically the 119 slides which repre- 
sented to the Club, stressing espe- 
cially the scientific relationships of the 
different flowers and their evolutionary 
rank. Many common flowers were pro- 
jected on the screen and received their

Last Monday evening Dr. Manikan, 
a native of India, addressed the stud- 
ent body in the Chapel Hall. Dr. Mani- 
kan received his degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy from Columbia University 
last year and is now studying theology 
at Mount Airy Seminary. He will fill 
an important teaching position in the 
new Andhra Christian College when 
he returns to his home land. His 
earnestness and the conviction with 
which he spoke impressed all who 
heard him. 

As I look over this audience, Dr. 
Manikan began, I cannot help but be 
impressed by the amallness of the 
world, because I find here, in the little 
town of Selinsgrove Rev. Moody, who 
was a missionary to Siam, Miss Sadt- 
ler, who worked in India, and myself 
a native Hindu. It is an alarming 
fact that the world has shrunk. The 
East sees more of the West and the 
West sees more of the Eeast. We are 
brought face to face with many con- 
flicts because of the smallness of the 
world. 

In the closeness of the East and 
West there are three sources of 
trouble which, if not carefully attend- 
ed, will spread over all the world. We 
have seen the results in India and we 
are seeing it in China. The first of 
these frictions is an over-populated, 
densely crowded East over against a 
thinly populated West. India and 



how many people are crowded there. 
If is only when we take all the people 
of Canada, all of Alaska, United 
China are both over-populated. India 
is one half the size of America, but 
States, Mexico, Central America, all 
of South America, the British Isles. 
France, Denmark and Holland that 
we make up the number of India's 
population, so many people are living 
in a country one half the size of 
America. Where can there people go? 
Nowhere outside of India. Is there 
any wonder that there is friction? We 
pass immigration laws. We say that 
because we come from the West that 
the West is right, but we must look 
at all sides of the question. The mis- 
sionary must face that problem for 
which there is no ready-made remedy. 
After looking at all angles he must 
come finally to the Christian solution. 
The second source of trouble, far 
more significant than over-population, 
is the economic friction. It is the 
source of all trouble in the world. 
Here is the industrial situation in the 
cities of India. For six hours of labor 
a man's wage is about twelve cents. 
A woman's wage ranges from eight 
ot ten cents per day. What causes the 
sixty-four per cent of infant mortality 
in the cities of India? The working 
people give the children dope to keep 
them asleep while the parents are

The Theory of Orthogenesis is a 
theory accounting for the evolution of 
certain characters in certain, appar- 
ently predetermined directions, irre- 
gardless of the worth of that particu- 
lar character to the individual organ- 
ism. Thus we have the evolution of 
the antlers of the Irish Stag which be- 
came so tremendously large that they 
were unbearable and caused the ex- 
termination of the species. We have 
also here the evolution of such struc- 
ture as the peculiar venation of the 
wings of different insects, which is of 
apparently no value whatever to the 
individual or species. Some of the 
arguments in favor of this theory are 

(1) the present of similar vibrations 
in specie*? belonging to one family;

(3) the limits of variation due to the 
chemical composition of the body and 
the influence of one organ upon an- 
other; and (4) the persistence of vae- 
iations in definite directions and not 
in radiating lines as Natural Selec- 
tion would demand.

in the Increased value of the buildings 
or personal property. When, for in- 
stance, we change from a low-pressure 
water system to a high-pressure sys- 
tem the lots of the town, vacant as 
well as improved, increase in value 
, because of the change, but the bund- 
ling! do not. Iff fact, the tendency

in value with the falling of Insurance 
j rates. 

Labor value is the value of some- 

'< thing produced. Land value is the 

value of the Opportunity to produce. 

' We pay to land-owners for permission 

I to use something they did not make, 

>g||nor did they create the value attached 

thereto; and when they get land value 

for private use, they are gathering 

where society sows. 

A tax upon products increases the 
cost of living and all such taxes are 
paid by the ultimate consumer. A tax 
upon land values tends to make land 
Cheaper, as it will encourage the best 
use of land now held for speculative 
purposes. 

When we fail to tax land values 
fully, we offer a premium to men to 
hold valuable land idle, thereby arti- 
ficially boosting the value of land, 
and raising rent. Failure to tax land 
values fully has the same effect as 
taxing labor products It increases 
the cost of living. 

Between the upper and n iher mill- 
stones of these i wo follies, the people 
are ground down to starvation point. 
Producing as wk do th ough our fool- 
ish and wicked syste.n of taxation a 
perfect epidemi ■ of land speculation, 
we cause withdrawn from use of very- 
large areas of val .able land, thereby 
reducing the op >nrtunities for the 
employment of 1 bOF and capital and 
producing the industrial calamity 
known as hard , hues 

Artificial boosting of land values 
speculation Is the shutting of the gates 
of opportunity mi labor and capital. 

The curse of the race Is the vacant 
lot industry, it spreads our cities un- 
necessarily over a vast area, making 
the cost of gove nment artificially high 



and reducing the social service to the 
low em poflrt of efficiency. Vacant lots 
contribute nothing to any legitimate 
business; they buy no furniture, no 
groceries, clothing nor any labor pro- 
ducts; they but afford the owners an 
opportunity to get some easy money; 

i to gather where they have not sown ; 

; in other words, to get something for 

: nothing. 

To tax labor values or products, is 
to drive away capital, and to discour- 



age industry, besides increasing the 
coal of living. 

The Single Tax is the only tax that 
does not violate the rights of private 
property. The only tax that takes pub- 
lic value for public use. The only tax 
that does not violate on the one hand 
unjust burdens and on the other hand, 
privileges. 

Public value for public use, private 
property for private enjoyment, is the 
true basis of souest taxxation.
